FRENCH SOLDIER UNFAILING

Scenes at the Gare du Nord Indicate the Spirit With [
Which the Men Have Entered the World-shaking
Battle of the Nations

HE Gars di Nord alwayn presents a

all is busila and exoltment. No one but

The other diay, when returning from a
willnge In the outshkirtd of Paris, my tealn
drew up slowly alongside o Red Cross
feadn. and an we passed each carringe the
sightn we saw were terrible.

Oy rough muttrodses or genornlly heaps
of straw, the poor fellows were lving,
and many of them nppenred to be dend,
Home Iny writhing in agony, face down-
wird, with thelr arms stretehed above
thelr hoenda, while others were rolling
nbout and moaning terribly. It wns per-
foctly heartrending to see them In that
condition

IN A SHELL FACTORY,

1 obtained pormlssion and sufe condugts
to visit n ehell factory situnted about 30
miles out of Parie, on condition that 1
would not divoige the location of the
pinte nor the nume of the town nenr
which It stands. and this betauwe the
Germans ars partievlurly anxions to diu-
cover Lhe location of the shell fuotery
and drop onoe dastroying bomb thereon,

It took us one and one-hulf hours by
train, and then wa procesded by molor
onr.  There, amidat gveen fleldu. rose the
bilidings, and they covered I8 acres of
Eround.

No women nre employed there, for the
work Is much too arduous, In the first
grent room we entered a hundred men
waro laboring at the blg machines. They
ware bleck with dirt.

The stecl wan firat of all poured through
w great eylinder snd thus mads to & cor-
tain vireular thivkness. When It solidi-
fled It was ecut Into lengths and taken
on to another machite. A great bore
waa attached to this and was driven Into

nra
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the lengths of steel, In turn, to make
them all hollow. Thin bore did not pene-
trite the wholo length, but left o solid
mertlon  at end,  which, of courne,
bulged conslderably,

In o third machine shell chancs wers
elongated, and as each oame out thalr
thickness was tested to the tinfest frae-
tion of an inch,

From thers wa drifted Into another
Rreat roam to watch tha malking of those
denth-denling Uttle Instruments, the hand
Erenndes. They were forniad of cant sleel,
with a little shape of sand fn the mididle
to preservae the hollowness, anid looked
ecxnetly ke small coconnutn

The hand grenade  explodes bhecauss
there I8 a lttle fuse inserted, and nfter
a certuln time, measured on the side of
the hand grenade, the fuse sets fre 1o
the powder und the little shell explodes.
Hundreds of denths have heen cnusasd
through the soldlers hlolding the Rrin-
ndes beyond the appolntsd time and Ix-
noring the time limit set. They should
bo thrown at the enemy within o Cfew
seconds of explosion-—a dangerouns per-
formance !

Further on there s nn arsenal, whers
the shells which are roughly made fn this
depol are sent to be finlahed.

I chatted with the man who worked the
great engine In the ahell department. Ha
wins a soldler, and had bepen wounded at
the beginning of the wnr. One of his
oyes wun of gless, which gave him n
peculinr alr, but once ope got ncoustomed
to the fixity of his look he had quite a
pleasant face,

"I have not seon my wife nor ohildren
for & whole year,” he sald, “for T have
been hard at work since the outbreak of
the war, Thoy live 8 milea from here,
and it is Impossible for me to gel away
at such a time of presstire.'’

pital. In the evening we attended a con-
cert given for thelr benefit, at which
many of the star artistes of Parls gave
their services.
